MAKING A a BARD FIGHT. 


The Camspaign in Guinan Growing Warder 
Every Day. 

Mewratiaz: Que., Feb. 26.—[Special.]—The 
manner in which a candidate for a seat in the 
House of Commons in this country is chosen 
is entirely different from the mode of pro- 
cedure in the States. He is usually called 
upon by electors, who are either landholders 
or men who have an income of at least $300 


a year. They call upon him to stand for elec-) 


tion in the district in which he lives. The 
petition, is generally presented from two 
to three weeks. before the last.week preced- 
ing the election. As an example, today and 
y nominations were made. Before 
the hour of 2 o’clock: p. m., as provided by 
law, the returning officer of the Government, 
appointed fer the purpose, was at a given 
place. The ‘Liberal candidate fur a seat in 
the House called upon the returning officer 
with a petition signed by at least fifty of the 
original signers of the first call. This petition 
was sworn to by the signers, the affidavit set- 
ting forth that the candidate is a responsible 
man and that he haa deposited $200. The ob- 
ject of this deposit is to keep out the 
riffraff. If the candidate on election- 
day fails to receive half of the 
vote of his district forfeits 
the $200. If hé exceeds that number of votes 
the $200 is returned to him. The returning 
officer having examined the petition and satis- 
fied himself that the requirements of the law 
have been observed makes the announeement 
that John. Doe is the Liberal candidate in his 
district for a sent in the Commons. John Doe 
is then a candidate, and from that 
time on till the elections he is expected to 
hustle the’same as a candidate for Alderman 
would be expected to hustle in Chicago.

Not to Be Easily Suited. 

A nominal majority for the’ Liberal party 
will not be construed: as a settlement of the 
sue. If the majority is small immediately 
upon the assembling of the Commons the 
Government.will be confronted by two ques- 
tions which must be settled at @nce. One is 
the separate-school issue from itoba. The 
Legislature of that province has already de- 
clared that there must be no more sectarian 
schools in that section. The Manitoba Legis- 
lature has asked the House of Commons or 
will ask that its wishes in this respect shall 
be ratified. There are many mempers of the 
Conservative party who will vote for the 
request of Manitoba. The Conservative 
party in this district has already com- 
promised itself with the Catholic 
voters by promising that it will not 
recognize the wishes of Manitoba in this re 
spect. If a majority of the members of the 
Commons, which is quite likely, should decide 
to accede to thé request of Manitoba that act 
will be construed as opposition to the Govern- 
ment. In this country when a majority of the 
members of the Commons take a step of that 
kind it means that the Government must step 
aside and that the Governor-General shall call 
upon some member of the opposition to form 
A Ministry which will bein accord with the 
sentiments of the people as expressed by the 
majority... If no one can be found to form 
such a Ministry the Commons is prorogued 
and another election is ordered. 

Another important question which will con- 
front the assembling of the Commons is that 
which will come down from the Northwest 
Territories in the shape of a demand from the 
Legislature of that section that the English 
language shali be employed in all legal docu- 
ments and legal papers. This is an important 
question in Canada. The Commons will be 
asked to ratify the wish of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories. In this case, as in thé previous one, 
there are many Conservat ves who will favor 
the wish. The Government cannot oppose the 
majority in this case any more than it can in 
the previous one. If it does the same result 
will follow. Inasmuch as these two questions 
are of vital interest to the Dominion, and

reciprocity cropped out unexpectedly today. 
Mr. Mills of Texas made the leadmg speech 
on his side against the shipping bills. Re- 
publicans are not united in favor af those 
measures, while ali the Democrats are not 
against them. The question, therefore, can 
hardly be looked. upon as purely a party one. 
But this was not the point. Mr. Mills 
doesn’t conceal his convictions for unre- 
stricted free trade as. against reciprocity. He 
declared that he did not beliese in the rec- 
iprocity policy of Secretary Blaine, and then 
went on to urge free trade with England, Ger- 
many, France, and the other competitors of 
the United States. Apparently he didn’t be- 
lieve in opening up the markets of the Latin- 
American countries without giving European 
countries the same advantages. Mr. Mills’ 
speech had this meaning: He is the leader of 
his party in Congress and will probably be 
Speaker of the next Hapse. He will set up 
the ye yew and Means Committee for free trade 
and against reciprocity. Republicans want 
no better issue than this. 
The outlook for the subsidy bill tonight is 
doubtful. When the two days were set aside 


this insured the pabsage of the measure re- 
ported, known as the Farquhar substitute for 
the Senate bill. This did net, however, in- 
sure legislation, as the passage of anything 
that required going back to the Senate meant 
uncertainty as to the final outcome. A good 
many Republican members want to go on rec- 
ord as favorable to legislation which will de- 
velop the shipping interests in the line of reci- 
procity, but they object to the bill as presented 
to them for their support. It wis to meet 
these objections that Mr. Hopkins of Illinois 
prepared a new measure. Mr. Candler took a 
similar view and Mr. Butterworth said to- 
night that if he got a chance he intended to 
put in a word against the bill. It is the effect 
of these defections which makes the support- 
ers of the proposed legislation doubtful of 
the outcome.

House today Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio said that 
time had done a good deal for the Republican 
side of the House. Under the operation of 
the McKinley bill, as part of the letter and 
spirit and purpose of that bill, the United 
States had opened markets for many bushel 
of wheat and a good many barrels of pork. 

Mr. Mills opposed the bill and ridiculed the 
reciprocity policy of the present Administra- 
tion. He said: 

If the United States wants reciprocity, why not 
negotiate with England, France. and Germany. 
England has pulled down the barrier and wel- 
comed every barrel of pork or bushel of wheat 
that was sent her. She was willing to take 
more cotton, more wheat. more pork, more agri- 
cultural products if the United States would take 
down its bars and extinguish the “fire which it 
had ignited on the ocean in order to prevent com- 
merce. Now the Republicans wanted foreign 
trade; afew months ago they put up the bars 
against that trade. Then they said that they 
did not want to have anything to do with 
foreign paupers: now they wanted to trade 
with them; and in order to do this 
they wanted farther to tax the. people in order to 
send ships to foreign ports. to show the American 
flag, and to return in ballast. The advocates of 
the bill wanted ships. Why not build them? 
They had the primitive policy which it was 
claimed brought down the cost of production. It 
was claimed that the McKinley bill had cheap- 
ened the cost of necessities. It had cheapened 
one thing, It had cheapened the wages of the 
American labor in all parts of the country. [Dem- 
ocratic applause. ] If the gentleman did not like 
cheapness why insist on cheapening the wages of 
the workingman?”’ 

In concluding his remarks, Mr. Mills laid 
down the doctrines of the Democratic party, 
quoting from the utterances of Thomas Jeffer- 
gon. He affirmed and reaffirmed that the will 
of the majority when expréssed was the will of 
God. But that will must be reasonable, it 
must be rightful. It must, by equal laws, 
protect the rights of the minority. That was

There were serious delays to travel on the 
Hudson River division of the New York Cen- 
tral today, owing to heavy freshets in the up- 
per Hudson. The main point of obstruction 
was between Schodack and Stuyvesant. Both 
tracks there were covered with two feet of 
water for two miles all day, and heavy masses 
of ice have been lying on the down track, so 
that all trains had to use the up track. In 
some places ice was piled up ten feet high on 
the down track. 

Urttoa, N. Y., Feb. 28.— The Mohawk River 
at 7 o’clock this morning was at the highest 
stage it has been since March 17, 1865. This 
afternoon the water has been receding and is 
now falling almost as rapidly as it rose last 
night, A severe rain-storm m the early part 
of last evening was the cause of 
the flood.

RAILROAD BUILDING FOR THE YEAR. 


Over 18,000 Miles of Road Likely to Be 
Constructed Before 1892. . 

Nzw York, Feb. 26.—In its issue of this 
week the Engineering News will publish sta- 
tistics showing the relative railway construc- 
tion of the United States for the calendar year 
of 1891. According to the figures presented 
there are now 18,814 miles of railway project- 
ed which have some prospect of being com- 
pleted or placed under contract for construc- 
tion before Jan. 1, 1892. Of this mileage 
9,279 miles are projected in the South- 


ern States. in the northern section of 


the country the chief centers of activity are 
in the States of New York and Pennsyivania 
in the East and the States of Montana and 
Washington i West. The State of Wash- 
ington takes lead with 1,478 miles, and 
Alabama comes next with 1,157 miles. Geor- 
gia and North Carolina have over 900 miles 
each, New York and Texas over 800 miles 
each, and Pennsylvania, Tennessee, and Mon- 
tana over 600 miles each.

Now they hope to make 
the custom general through the medium of 
the special society which is being organized.

OBJECT OF MR. WHITEHEAD’S BILL. 


Intended to Apply to the Case of the Town 
‘ of Cicero, 

A bill was introduced in the House at 
Springfield Wednesday by Representative 
Whitehead of the Seventh District to provide 
forthe division of incorporated towns. It 
provides that on petition of 100, or of one-fifth 
of the legal voters of an incorporated town, 
the County Court shall order the sub- 
mission of the question of the di- 
vision of the town to the legal voters 
thereof, The bill is intended to apply to the 
ease of the Town of Cicero. The people of 
the western or Oak Park section of that 
town want to form a separate munic- 
ipality distinct and apart from the 
eastern or Austin portion of the town, 
which, it is expected, will soon become a por- 
tion of the city through annexation.

RELIEVING THE SUPREME COURT. 

The Washington dispatches say that the 
House conferrees have agreed to recommend 
that it accept the Senate substitute for its bill 
creating a Circuit Court of Appeals in each of 
the nine judicial circuits, As this is the only 
way in which any legislation on the subject 
can be secured, the House doubtless will yield, 
although believing its own to be the better bill. 

As this Senate measure bids fair to be the 
law soon, it is worth while to state just what 
changes it makes in the Federal jud oial sys- 
tem. In the first place, the jurisdiction of the 
District Courts is not changed, but appeals 
from them, instead of being taken to the Cir- 
cuit Courts as now, are taken to the Courts of 
Appeal or to the Supreme Court. The, orig- 
inal jurisdiction of the Circuit Court is not al- 
tered, but it is deprived of its appellate juris- 
diction. Cases originating in these courts can 
be appealed either to the Court of Appeals or 
the Supreme Court. Those cases which can 
be carried direct from the District or Circuit

| Courts to the Supreme Court are: (1) Where 


a question of jurisdicnon is raised, (2) Final 
decrees in prize causes. (3) Cases of capital or 
otherwise infamous crime. (4) Where the con- 
struction or application ‘of the Constitution is 
involved, but not where the construction or ap- 
plication of acts of Congress is concecned. 
(5) Where the constitutionality (only) of any 


law of the United States or the validity or von- 


struction of a treaty is drawn into question. 
(6) Where the law of a State is claimed to be 
in contravention of the Constitution of the 
United States. 3 

Nine new Circuit Court Judges are created, 
one for each circuit. The Court of Appeals is 
composed of the two Circuit Judges and the 
Supreme Court Justice for the circuit. Two 
form aquorum, Should two be absent, one 
or more District Judges may be called on to 
act. To this court appeals can be taken from 
the District and Circuit Courts, and its de- 
cisions in the following classes of cases are 
final: (1) Where the jurisdiction depends on 
the character of the suitors as citizens or 
aliens, or citizens of different States. (2) In 
cases arising under the patent laws, (3) In 
those arising under the revenue laws. Thus, 
while the court cannot pass on the constitu- 
tionality of tha McKinley Tariff law, its find- 
ings as to ite construction or application will 
be final. (4) In cases under thecriminal laws 
except as to capital or otherwise infamous 
crimes. (5) In admiralty cases other than 
prize. (6) In all other unclassified cases the 
decision is final where the subject matter of 
controversy does not exceed $1,000. 

It is provided also that a Court of Appeals 
may certify to the Supreme Court any ques- 
tion of law concerning which its members 
may have grave doubts. In such cases the 
Supreme Court can review the whole case. 
The last-named court can also, if it sees fit, 
direct the Court of Appeals to send up for con- 
sideration any matter pending therein. 

The Supreme Court will get real relief by 
being freed from patent cases which have con- 
sumed so much of itstime from the days of 
Whitney down to the present moment. The 
right to nearly every valuable patent has been 
fought over at interminable length, and with 
the docket in its present crowded condition 
the life of a patent may expire before its own- 
ership has been determined. The Supreme 
Court will save much time also by being freed 
of the ordinary run of internal revenuq; and 
customs cases, which turn generally on the 
Gonstruction of laws. The admiralty busi- 
ness will be practically taken away from it, 
for there are no prize cases to pass on just 
now, 

It will be seen also that the decision of the 
Courts of Appeal will be final in pretty. much 
all the cases which will reach them. That 
will not please the lawyers, who like to have 
the largest possible number of halting-places 
on the road to the temple of justice, but it will 
be an excellent thing for litigants. They will 
appreciate for while Federal courts give 
good law they ask a high price for it. 

It is possible that on trial this new system 
will be found not to go far enough, and if may 
develop defects now unsuspected. If 80 it 
will be easy enough to remedy them. In this 
as in many other Gases it is the first step 
which is the most difficult, The first move 
having been made toward relieving the Su- 
preme Court, it will not be so hard to make 
the second. r

GREAT STRIKE OF THE COKE WORKERS. 

The coke producers of the Connelisville dis- 
trict have asked that their 15,000 workers ac- 
cept a reduction of wages. ‘They claim that 
without such concession from the employés 
they will be unable to continue m operation, 
because of the lower prices necessitated by a 
diminished demand for the product and part- 
ly because of the increasing competition of | 
Southern-made iton, which is notoriously pro- 
duced by the aid of cheaply paid labor. It is 
said the men have decided not to accept the 
reduction and to strike in case it be insisted 
on by their employers. . 

It may be suggested to these men that they 
will probably find it a bad time to strike at 
the bidding of a few despotic “walking dele- 
gates and leaders whose pay runs on whether 
they work or not. Apparently they are de- 
manding from capital something that capital 


which is something the capitalist does not con- 
cede willingly. The price of coke has declined 
because the buyers of that material are unable 
to pay for it as muchas hitherto, and the man- 
ufacturers must either get it cheaper or close 
up until prices rise. They tell this to the coke 
producers, and they in turn inform their em- 
ployés that they cannot possibly sell at the re- 
duced figures and pay former wages. But 
they cannot find a market at the old prices, 
and therefore. must either accept the lower 
ones or cease to sell. In the first case they 
cannot possibly pay the old wages; in the sec- 
ond they would pay no wages at all, and leave 
the workers to seek employment elsewhere.

This may seem at the first 
glance to be a large figure, but in 1887 there 
were mortgages on lots in this county footing 
up $228,000,000, and the total mortgage indebt 
edness of Illinois was about $380,000,000. But 
about 30 per cent of this represented deferred 
payments, as distinguished from loans made 
for the purpose of building, or making other 
improvements, such as the fencing and tile- 
draining of farms or stocking them with cattle.

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LIEUT. @EaRy’s NOVEL PLANS FOR 
AN AROTIC EXPEDITION, 


He Intends to 


ing Steamer. Will Take Him—President 
Harrison Makes Some Consular and 
Diplomatic Appointments — Farmer 
Steward’s Strange Interview—Miscellan- 
eous Washington News. 

Wasuineroyx; D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
A new polar expedition is on the cards. It 
will be undertaken by Civil-Engineer Robert 
E. Peary of the United States navy, who to- 
Way secured a leave of absence for eighteen 
months, with this object in view, from the 
Navy Department. Mr. Peary proposes to 
start on his expédition from St. Johns, N. F., 
about the first of next May. His idea is 
to go as far north as a whaling steamer will 
carry him and then strike for the north pole 
on foot across Greenland. He expects that 


the steamer will carry him toa point some- } 


where about Whale Sound, which is just be- 
low the entrance to Smith’s Sound, on the 
west coast of Greenland, On arriving there 
Mr. Peary will make preparations for his long 
journey across country. He intends to have 
as small an accompanying party as is consist- 
ent with absolute necessity... Possibly it may 
be composed of not more than four 
or five natives, and the baggage and 
other impedimenta will be reduced to 
the lowest scale also. Two years ago, with 
this plan for reaching the pole in his mind, 
Mr. Peary was granted six months’ leave of 
absence, and made an extensive exploration in 
the interior of Greenland, accompanied by 4 
few natives and dogs, in order to ascertain 
the conditions there existing of climate, to- 
pography, trausit facilities, food supply, etc. 
The results of this expedition were of a nature 
to encourage him in the belief that his scheme 
for traveling overland to the north pole was 
quite feasible, and since his return he has been 
quietly getting ready for his final and im- 
portant attempt. The expedition which has 
been thus planned and arranged by Mr. Bes 
is a onivale enterprise, in which the Uni 
States Government has no part. It is under- 
stocd that whatever backing, financial or other, 
Mr. Peary will need in order to carry out his 
scheme will be guaranteed to him by some of 
the geographical societies of this country.

FOSTER AND STUMPTAIL SILVER. 


The 75-Cent Silver Dollar Senators Want- 
ed to Defeat His Confirmation. 

Wasuineton, DB C., Feb. 25.—[New York 
World.|—The nomination of ex-Gov. Foster 
of Ohio to be Secretary of the Treasury was 
confirmed by the United States Senate this 
afternoon. A story published this morning 
related circumstantially how Cameron had 
opposed the confirmation during the executive 
session and had approached Senator Butler 

the session and spoken to him about op- 
position to the confirmation. When asked 
whether or not he was opposed to Gov. Fos- 
ter’s confirmation the Senator would not say, 
nor would he say whether or not any opposi- 
tion was developed at that session, 

There was really a serious effort made to de- 
feat Mr. Foster, but it failed at once. A 
Western Republican Senator, so more than 
one Democratic Senator says, did his best to 
have the Democrats vote solidly against con- 
firmation. Had such an arrangement been 

upon and carried out the silver Sen- 
ators and Senator Cameron would have voted 
on the negative side. It is not customary to 
act upon any nomination without a favorable 
report from a committee unless the nominee 
is an ex-Senator, when, as a matter of cour- 
tesy, the formality of a committee report is 
usually dispensed with. It appearsto have 
been proposed yesterday that Mr. Foster be 
confirmed without a formal reference of the 
nomination to the committee, but some Sen- 
ator suggested that they ought to follow the 
orditiary course of proceedings, and upon that 
it was sent to committee with the general un- 
derstanding that it should be confirmed today. 
Senator Teller is credited with having been in- 
clined to mischief, and the opportunity was 
too good to be allowed to pass by.

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RESULT OF THE SUCCESS or THE

Refusal of Western Farmers to Pay Their 
Honest Debts Not Only Means Ruin‘ to 
the Industrious Poor of the East Who 
Have ‘Invested Their Savings in the 
Loan Companies, but Will in the End 
Bring Great Hardships to Those Who 
Preach This Doctrine of Repudiation. 

Wasutnaton, D. C., Feb. 26.—j[Special. |— 
No hawk in a dovecote could have caused a 
greater flutter than the address one of the 
women representatives of the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance made ia the National Council of Women 
in convention at Washington. The extrava- 
gant terms employed by this representative of 


political aggression towards existing things 


drove the majority of the women out of the 
hall. This Kansas female orator has no teal 
sense of humor or she would not have given 


for not accepting her invitation to a joint dis- 
cussion. She reported him as saying that no 
one but women and Indians scalp their ene- 
mies after they are dead. The tone of this 
speaker’s discourse fully justifies everything 
that has been said concerning the Kansas 
campaign. She said the campaign they were 
going to make was against capital and would 
be carried on from Wall street to the gates 
of Hell.” It was after this striking phrase 
that the convention-hall began to ompty. 
The mam argument of this speaker's 
talk was directed against the holders of 
mortgages, and as she represents fairly 
the sentiments of the Farmers’ Alliance it 
would be well for future investors to steer 
clear of Western States where this Alliance 
movement is now the strongest. Accordmg 
to the theory of this movement a capitalist is 
anatural born robber and after he has lent his 
money to a poor man in order to keep him 
going or to enable him to make improve- 
ments on his property then any request for 
the payment of moderate interest on the 
money invested or any demand to have back 
his principal upon a day previously agreed 
upon is to be considered a high-handed act of 
outrageous tyranny. No crime is greater in 
the Farmers’ Alliance code than- the crime of 
foreclosure of a mortgage in order to satisfy a 
just debt. The question throughout is one of 
plain, common-sense business. The Farmers’ 
Alliance people complicate it with emotional 
arguments. They talk about the sufferings 
of the farmers on the Western plains, their 
sorrows and their desolation. The Kansas 
woman orator speaks of the babies buried un- 
der the prairie grass as a feature peculiar to 
Western emigrants’ farms. In other words 
she takes some of the most sacred pictures of 
domestic bereavement. the most trying in- 
cidents in Western struggles, as an argument 
in favor of abrupt and bru repudiation of 
honest debts. 
No Justification for Repudiation. 

What she says upon the subject of sorrow 
and privations in the West would make a good 
basis for an appeal to private charity, but it 
would . — — most . of the 
many rash expedien roposed these re- 
formers. The fact that hundreds of families 
have been turned out of their homes because 
they were unable to pay for them is a sorrow- 
ful one. But there is no reason to sup 
that this evil could be remedied by any of the 
means pro by these would-be friends. 

It is believed in Washington that sas 
has now been set back twenty-five years from 
the attempts made in the direction of repudia- 
tion of its debts. When once a State has 
established a reputation of this kind money 
will shun it and the future development of the 
State will be greatly retarded. e t

income is derived from the investment of their 
moderate means in Western properties. 

The Example of Mississippi. 

The proof of the effect upon a State of a 

movement against the payment of honest 
debts is well shown in the history of the State 
of Mississippi. This is today for outside in- 
vestors a black spot to be shunned. 
State formally repudiated some years ago 
certain State obligations. This has placed 
upon the community the burden of financial 
dishonor. The securities of that State could 
not today be sold in any foreign market of 
the world at any price, and naturally private 
investors hesitate to trust even individual 
members of a community which is living un- 
der such a financial ban. 

It will be shown upon investigation that the 
real hardships in the West will soon be car- 
ried to the East. The financial hard times, 
the bad crops, and all which have made the 
farmers in some of the Western States unable 
to pay, and who have through such failure 
lost their homes, have produced the first suf- 
ferers. The second sufferers are those who 
are holders of stock in loan and trust compa- 
nies throughout the country, 

Not the Millionaiges Who Are Affected, 

It should be borne in mind by the Farmers’ 
Alliance agitators who think t discordant 
howling and communistic skrieking will has- 
ten the day when there will be no mullionaires 
and no paupers that the holders of the securi- 
ties of the loan investment companies are in 
the main poor people. They ure people who 

have committed the unpardonable crime of 
being industrious and economi hrough 
their economy and industry they have saved 
something towards a rainy day, and have nat- 
urally sought the safest form of investment 
which would secure to them a modest return 
upon their money, while they would at the 
same time have the best arantee for their 
principal. They have care , 
speculative fields upon the theory that there is 
nothing so secure as loans upon’ real 
The failure of several of these loan and trust 
companies it is feared will be followed by 
others. The reason for such failures is ap- 
parent to those who are experienced in the 
way that some of the: 8 have 
transacted their business in the West. 

There is a la amount of Scotch capital 
invested in the West in the form of such com- 
panies. Seven and 8 percent has been paid 
to investors who have sent their money out to 
these companies to be loaned upon real estate. 
Some of the companies have done a safe and 
careful business, following only conservative 
lines and advancing money only in a proper 
proportion upon a correct valuation u the 

roperty offered as security. But on other 

d there are companies which have worked 
on a wrong principle, That has been to pay 
the local agents commissions on the loans 
made instead of fixed salaries. Theresult has 
been that the agent has always had it an ob- 
ject to make the largest possible amount of 
loans.
